“Various ventures were under- 
taken to meet this condition. Some 
manufacturers entered the mechan- 
ical goods field. A number of tire 
manufacturers are making cheap 
tires for mail order houses, quietly 
of course, though the m4il order 
tires frequently get into direct 
competition with their regular 
lines. So the tire situation has not 
been cleared up completely, even 
after five years of reorganization. 

“Discussing the ultimate salva- 
tion of the manufacturers who are 
making various uses of their idle 
acres, the ‘saturation point’ in mo- 
terdom comes up again. This was 
created ten years ago when many 
eareful analysts predicted that the 
car business would reach its limit 
in size almost any day. Yet the 
real development of the automo- 
bile has come since the ‘satura- 
tion point’ was thought to be right 
at hand. 

“As to the future of the car in- 
d@stry and therefore the tire indus- 
try, we can see no saturation point. 
About 3,000,000 old cars are esti- 
mated to go into the discard each 
year: Then, of the 24,000,000 cars 
registered throughout the world, 
ever 20,000,000 are in the United 
States. So we have scarcely in- 
vaded the export field in a big 
way. And it begins to look as if 
the saturation point will be no 
nearer until the car meeds of over 
a billion people are taken care of. 
Even then there still remains the 
fact that their cars and tires will 
continue to wear eut and need to 
be replace a.’
